The following excerpts from an 
article in the Congressional Quar- 
terly and reproduced in ‘Laber’s 
Daily” illustrates the political sig- 
nificance of the Civil Rights drive. 

“Negroes now hold the bal- 
ance of power in enough congres- 
sional districts to assure the suc- 
cess of Republican efforts to cap- 
ture control of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in November should 
they vote Republican. 

“As yet, no one is predicting 
a wholesale swing by Negro vot- 
ers from the Democratic to the 
Republican column. But that’s the 
goal of an all-out GOP campaign, 
and already Democrats acknowl- 
edge that ‘some’ shift appears in- 
evitable. 

“Whether or not this switch 
assumes tidal proportions could 
be determined by the outcome of 
congressional action on civil rights 
legislation. A Senate filibuster by 
southern Democrats could be the 
signal for a stampede by Ne- 
groes to the GOP banner. 

“These are the highlights of a 
special study by Congressional 
Quarterly. Basis for the study 
was a tabulation of the proportions 
of the Negro population in each 
of the nation’s 435 congressional 
districts, according to the latest 
complete census figures. 

“This part of the study show- 
ed that Negroes numbered 10 
percent or more of the total pop- 
ulation in 86 of the 120 districts 
in the South, but in only 35 of 
315 districts outside of the 
South. And of these 35, 29 elect- 
ed Democrats to the House in 
1954. 

“But there are many more 
districts in which Negroes, even 
though relatively less numerous 
could exercise the balance of 
power in close elections. CQ’s 
study identified 61 districts out- 
sidet he South where the percen- 
tage of Negroes in the 1950 pop 
ulation exceeded the winning can- 
didate’s margin of victory in the

Yes, the drive is on—not for 
civil rights for the Negro as such, 
but for the Negro vote which 
could be the balance of power 
in the election of a president and 
the Congress.

approaches. Because of the string- f 


ent parliamentary rules of pro- 
cedure in the House, the line will 
be most difficult to hold.

Feed during the dry period 
should supply the needed miner- 
als and energy with only enough 
protein to satisfy body mainte- 
nance requirements. Be sure 
that she has an opportunity to 
store up a reserve supply of 
minerals. 

You will want to condition and 
strengthen the cow for freshen- 
ing. Not encourage a heavy milk 
flow just before or just after 
calving. This is the reason for 
the low protein feed require- 
ments. 

Remember, it is good business 
to take good care of the dry dairy 
cow. For more information on 
proper care of the dry dairy cow, 
see your local county agent.
